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considerations will have some weight with Congress. 

I know that they have been tired out with petitions about payments 
due on public lands: but I am very certain that they never had before 
them any application, for indulgence, where the claim was so well 
founded as it is in this case:—and if they had not granted indulgences 
before; they could not possibly have a doubt about it now:—and 
yet the very circumstance of their having granted such indulgence on 
slighter grounds,—tho’ it may make them averse to extending the 
precedent,—really ought to induce them to do it, in such a plain a 
case as this, without hesitation.» I am dear sir Yours very

To the Honorable the Congress of the United States, the humble petition 
of the Undersigned Inhabitants of the eastern part of the Missis- 
sippl Territory, respectfully sheweth, 
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That they feel a mortification in troubling Congress with new com- 
plaints relating to the subject of debts due on account of public lands— 
which nothing could alleviate but a confidence in the justice of your 
honorable body, and a knowledge of the inability of the purchasers 
to pay the instalments due, in consequence of a series of events not 
subject to their control. They purchased in a time of peace, when 
there was a reasonable prospect of raising the necessary funds. They 
were often obliged to purchase more land than they really wanted for 
the purpose of cultivation, in order to obtain situations suitable for 
residence. To fertile swamp-lands pregnant with disease, they were 
obliged to add barren pine-lands whose only recommendation was, 
that they afforded a healthful settlement. The Purchasers paid the 
first instalments, and hoped by reasonable industry and economy 
to be able to pay the rest. War with the British deprived them of

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a market. War with the Indians drove them from their farms, 
engaged them in military service, and made their property the sport 
of the desolating savage. - Dwelling houses, mills, cattle, horses, corn 
and household furniture, have been destroyed or carried away by 
the Enemy:—but not by the enemy alone, but even the volunteers 
and Militia, sent for the protection of the country, have been oblidged 
to consume the corn & stock of the Inhabitants of this frontier to a 
very considerable amount, without affording to them any immediate 
means of obtaining indemnification for their loss—Your petitioners 
therefore humbly pray, that those who have purchased more than 
one fraction of land, or one quarter of a section, may be permitted to 
place the whole of the payments which they have made, to the credit 
of such fraction or quarter of a section as they may think proper on 
their releasing all claim whatsoever to any other land included in 
their purchases. The evils of the war have fallen with peculiar 
severity on the inhabitants of this district. Many will not for a 
long time recover the shock which they have sustained in their 
property. They would wish to be on the safe side—they would rather 
have a little land, and be able to call it their own, than become the 
sport of future casualties—or the petitioners for future indulgences. 
The Government can loose nothing by such an arrangement—they 
part with no more Jand than they are paid for, and they gain hardy & 
independent defenders of their Territory. 

And your petitioners further most humbly pray that the purchasers 
of public Lands may be placed in the same situation as they were in 
at the period of the declaration of War—and that the space of time 
from thence to the ratification of peace, may not be reckoned in the 
calculation of the Interest due from the purchasers of public Lands, 
or in ascertaining the Periods at which the several instalments them- 
selves are pdyable. 

Your Petitioners rely with confidence on the Justice & liberality 
of the Government and most respectfully supplicate your honorable 
body to grant the desired relief, and your petitioners in duty bound 
will ever pray.4—

PETITION TO CONGRESS BY INHABITANTS 
OF THE TERRITORY

{Referred December 26, 1815] 
To the Honorable the Senate & House of Representatives of the United 

States in Congress assembled: 

The petition of the undersigned, inhabitants of the Mississippi 
Territory, represents respectfully: That your petitioners, with much 
reluctance approach your honorable body with a repetition of their 
grievances, and a renewed call upon the liberality of the government; 
but feeling their call supported by the strongest rights that a people 
can have to turn to the justice of their country, they confidently 
approach the National Legislature for that aid, without which the mass 
of the population of our section of country must be inevitably ruined! 

That since the sale of the public Lands by the government of the 
U. S. in the year 1811, this country, and especially that part on the 
Tombigbe, has been the seat of continual embarrassment and alarm, . 
and for a great part, the theatre of Savage depredations, and war;

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and also, of a more unnatural, but not less ferocious warfare by the 
ALLIES of the SAVAGES. 

That the active part of the citizens have been almost continually de- 
fending their country, or,in a state of preparation for its defence, forbid- 
ding that attention to the pursuits of industry, which would have enabled 
them to discharge the amount of purchase money due on their lands. 

That no part of the United States, during the late war, found more 
of its citizens in defence of the country, agreeable to its population, 
than that inhabited by your petitioners. 

That the country has suffered severe and heavy losses arising from 
Indian depredations, extending to a great part of the population. 

That your petitioners are fully aware that the government requires 
at this moment the aid of every public resource, to discharge just 
calls on the public faith; but that it is impossible for them, from the 
situation they have been in for years past, to redeem their lands, at 
the expiration of the period already given by law. 

That altho’ the payments made by them on account of their lands, 
by becoming forfeited to the U. S. would throw a few thousand 
dollars into the national coffers, yet it would not be, they hope, to 
the government of their country, a price for the extensive portion of 
individual misery, produced amongst thousands of industrious people, 
struggling with all the difficulties of a new settlement. 

Your petitioners beg leave to state it as a peculiar hardship in 
their situation, that they should be compelled to pay interest on the 
instalments of their Jands, (if not paid on the day they become due) 
from the date of purchase until paid. This becomes peculiarly painful 
to them, when they recollect that all previous purchasers of public 
lands in this Territory, were relieved by a special act of Congress, 
from this additional sum, although enjoying peace, and with it the 
opportunity by industry of paying for their lands; neither of which 
your petitioners have enjoyed. 

That for a part of one year and at the time especially when the pay- 
ment on lands became due the U. S. the Land-Office was removed 
from the place appointed by law, and the country in a state, that 
rendered the pursuit of public business impracticable, the Land 
Office being enclosed for safety within the pickets of a fort—That in 
consideration of this state of things, the citizens residing in the 
different States, and who had purchased'lands with a view of emi- 
grating to them, could neither go to pay off the instalments due, or 
send, as even the rout by mail was for a long time destroyed, and 
indeed those last had not been able to find a moment sufficiently 
safe, to remove with security to their persons and property, and to 
possess the lands they had purchased, and were partially cultivating. 

Going from every section of our country to the seat of the National 
Government, many of your honorable body will be able from actual 
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experience, to declare the dreary and ruinous effects of the seat of the 
war, being for a time in any portion of it. To this experience your 
petitioners most sincerely appeal, and trust that in it they will find a 
security for that aid from the national Legislature, they feel the 
pressing necessity of. 

Your petitioners beg leave to state to your honorable body, thata . 
relief on this occasion will they hope, from the cheering prospects of our 
foreign relations, and internal affairs, be the last it will be rendered 
necessary for them to solicit of the kind. 

Your petioners most sincerely pray that by a law of the Congress 
of the United States, they may be put on the same footing with 
respect to the Interest on the instalments of their lands now due, 
that all purchasers in the Mississippi Territory have been in the 
district East of Pearl River, previous to the year 1811—and that 
a similar extension of credit may be made to them, to enable them 
to discharge the purchase money, and as in duty bound will ever - a

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Petition to Congress by inhabitants of the eastern part of the Territory 


(Referred December 14, 1815] 

To the Honorable the Congress of the United States, the humble petition 
of the Undersigned Inhabitants of the eastern part of the Missis- 
sippi Territory, respectfully sheweth, ~~ 
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That they feel a mortification in troubling Congress with new com- 
plaints relating to the subject of debts due on account of public lands— 
which nothing could alleviate but a confidence in the justice of your 
honorable body, and a knowledge of the inability of the purchasers 
to pay the instalments due, in consequence of a series of events not 
subject to their control. They purchased in a time of peace, when 
there was a reasonable prospect of raising the necessary funds. They 
were often obliged to purchase more land than they really wanted for 
the purpose of cultivation, in order to obtain situations suitable for 
residence. To fertile swamp-lands pregnant with disease, they were 
obliged to add barren pine-lands whose only recommendation was, 
that they afforded a healthful settlement. The Purchasers paid the 
first instalments, and hoped by reasonable industry and economy 
to be able to pay the rest. War with the British deprived them of

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a market. War with the Indians drove them from their farms, 
engaged them in military service, and made their property the sport 
of the desolating savage. - Dwelling houses, mills, cattle, horses, corn 
and household furniture, have been destroyed or carried away by 
the Enemy:—but not by the enemy alone, but even the volunteers 
and Militia, sent for the protection of the country, have been oblidged 
to consume the corn & stock of the Inhabitants of this frontier to a 
very considerable amount, without affording to them any immediate 
means of obtaining indemnification for their loss.—Your petitioners 
therefore humbly pray, that those who have purchased more than 
one fraction of land, or one quarter of a section, may be permitted to 
place the whole of the payments which they have made, to the credit 
of such fraction or quarter of a section as they may think proper on 
their releasing all claim whatsoever to any other land included in 
their purchases. The evils of the war have fallen with peculiar 
severity on the inhabitants of this district. Many will not for a 
long time recover the shock which they have sustained in their 
property. They would wish to be on the safe side—they would rather 
have a little Jand, and be able to call it their own, than become the 
sport of future casualties—or the petitioners for future indulgences. 
The Government can loose nothing by such an arrangement—they 
part with no more land than they are paid for, and they gain hardy & 
independent defenders of their Territory. 

And your petitioners further most humbly pray that the purchasers 
of public Lands may be placed in the same situation as they were in 
at the period of the declaration of War-—and that the space of time 
from thence to the ratification of peace, may not be reckoned in the 
calculation of the Interest due from the purchasers of public Lands, 
or in ascertaining the Periods at which the several instalments them- 
selves are payable. . 

Your Petitioners rely with confidence on the Justice & liberality 
of the Government and most respectfully supplicate your honorable 
body to grant the desired relief, and your petitioners in duty bound

To the Honorable the Senate & House of Representatives of the United 

States in Congress assembled: 

The petition of the undersigned, inhabitants of the Mississippi 
Territory, represents respectfully: That your petitioners, with much 
reluctance approach your honorable body with a repetition of their 
grievances, and a renewed call upon the liberality of the government; 
but feeling their cal] supported by the strongest rights that a people 
can have to turn to the justice of their country, they confidently 
approach the National Legislature for that aid, without which the mass 
of the population of our section of country must be inevitably ruined! 

That since the sale of the public Lands by the government of the 
U. S. in the year 1811, this country, and especially that part on the 
Tombigbe, has been the seat. of continual embarrassment and alarm, . 
and for a great part, the theatre of Savage depredations, and war;

and also, of a more unnatural, but not less ferocious warfare by the 
ALLIES of the SAVAGES. 

That the active part of the citizens have been almost continually de- 
fending their country, or ina state of preparation for its defence, forbid- 
ding that attention to the pursuits of industry, which would have enabled 
them to discharge the amount of purchase money due on their lands. 

That no part of the United States, during the late war, found more 
of its citizens in defence of the country, agreeable to its population, 
than that inhabited by your petitioners. 

That the country has suffered severe and heavy losses arising from 
Indian depredations, extending to a great part of the population. 

That your petitioners are fully aware that the government requires 
at this moment the aid of every public resource, to discharge just 
calls on the public faith; but that it is impossible for them, from the 
situation they have been in for years past, to redeem their lands, at 
the expiration of the period already given by law. 

That altho’ the payments made by them on account of their lands, 
by becoming forfeited to the U. S. would throw a few thousand 
dollars into the national coffers, yet it would not be, they hope, to 
the government of their country, a price for the extensive portion of 
individual misery, produced amongst thousands of industrious people, 
struggling with all the difficulties of a new settlement. 

Your petitioners beg leave to state it as a peculiar hardship in 
their situation, that they should be compelled to pay interest on the 
instalments of their lands, (if not paid on the day they become due) 
from the date of purchase until paid. This becomes peculiarly painful 
to them, when they recollect that all previous purchasers of public 
lands in this Territory, were relieved by a special act of Congress, 
from this additional sum, although enjoying peace, and with it the 
opportunity by industry of paying for their lands; neither of which 
your petitioners have enjoyed. 

That for a part of one year and at the time especially when the pay- 
ment on lands became due the U. S. the Land-Office was removed 
from the place appointed by law, and the country in a state, that 
rendered the pursuit of public business impracticable, the Land 
Office being enclosed for safety within the pickets of a fort.—That in 
consideration of this state of things, the citizens residing in the 
different States, and who had purchased lands with a view of emi- 
grating to them, could neither go to pay off the instalments due, or 
send, as even the rout by mail was for a long time destroyed, and 
A indeed those last had not been able to find a moment sufficiently 
ieee safe, to remove with security to their persons and property, and to 

ajc possess the lands they had purchased, and were partially cultivating. 

Going from every section of our country to the seat of the National 
Government, many of your honorable body will be able from actual 
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experience, to declare the dreary and ruinous effects of the seat of the 
war, being for a time in any portion of it. To this experience your 
petitioners most sincerely appeal, and trust that in it they will find a 
security for that aid from the national Legislature, they feel the 
pressing necessity of. 

Your petitioners beg leave to state to your honorable body, that a 
relief on this occasion will they hope, from the cheering prospects of our 
foreign relations, and internal affairs, be the last it will be rendered 
necessary for them to solicit of the kind. 

Your petioners most sincerely pray that by a law of the Congress 
of the United States, they may be put on the same footing with 
respect to the Interest on the instalments of their lands now due, 
that all purchasers in the Mississippi Territory have been in the 
district East of Pearl River, previous to the year 1811~—-and that 
a similar extension of credit may be made to them, to enable them 


to discharge the purchase money, and as in duty bound will ever 
pray, &c.™

This will confirm the information given you today by telephone concerning our 
research involving, land entries made by members of the Pickering family.in 
Washington County, Mississippi Territory (presently the State of Alabama). 


The tract book showing land disposals in T. 2 N., R. 3 E., St. Stephens 
Meridian (Baldwin County, Alabama) carries a notation at the top of the town- 
ship indicating the tracts were subject to entry on August 8, 1831. The surname 
of Pickering did not appear anywhere in that township as a purchaser of land. 


Although T. 7 N., R. 1 W. and T. & N., R. 2 W.; St. Stephens Meridian 
(Washington County) were subject to entry at an earlier date--July 28, 1817-- 
the tract books for the respective townships did not show any entries to have 
been made by any Pickering. 


We are enclosing copies of pages from the AMERICAN STATE PAPERS which make 
pertinent reference to a John Pickering. It appears that although the Board 
of Commissioners initially allowed his claim made on March 16, 1804 (No. 137), 
based on pre-emption, the Board later on August 13, 1805, reconsidered its 
decision. 


All of our efforts have been unsuccessful in finding out whether or not the 
Volume I containing reference to the recordation of John Pickering's claim on 
page 461 is yet extant. With respect to the description on page 711 (American 
State Papers - Land Claims in the Mississippi Territory), current U. S. 
Geological Survey quadrangle maps show a Tauler Creek in T. 7 N., R. 2 Wz...

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Mr. Pickering: 


This will confirm the information given you today by telephone concerning our 
research involving, land entries made by members of the Pickering family. in 
Washington County, Mississippi Territory (presently the State of Alabama). 


The tract book showing land disposals in Tf. 2N., R. 3 E., St. Stephens 
Meridian (Baldwin County, Alabama) carries a notation at the top of the town- 


ship indicating the tracts were subject to entry on August 8, 1831. The surname 


of Pickering did not appear anywhere in that township as a purchaser of land. 


Although T. 7 N., R. LW. and T. 8N., R. 2 W.,; St. Stephens Meridian 
(Washington County) were subject to entry at an earlier date--July 28, 1817-- 
the tract books for the respective townships did not show any entries to have 
been made by any Pickering. 


We are enclosing copies of pages from the AMERICAN STATE PAPERS which make 
pertinent reference to a John Pickering. It appears that although the Board 
of Commissioners initially allowed his claim made on March 16, 1604 (No. 137), 
based on pre-emption, the Board later on August 13, 1805, reconsidered its 
decision. 


All of our efforts have been unsuccessful in finding out whether or not the 
Volume I containing reference to the recordation of John Pickering's claim on 
page 461 is yet extant. With respect to the description on page 711 (American 
State Papers - Land Claims in the Mississippi Territory), current U. S. 
Geological Survey quadrangle maps show a Tauler Creek in T. 7 N., R. 2 W.

I am sending you a copy of the letter and information I mailed to Mrs. Ann 
Hawkins cn the "Blount" line, together with all the attachments sent to her. 
However, since I wrote her, I have found where Needham Blount first came to 
East Baton Rouge Parish in 1813. I'm enclosing you a copy of that fact. 
Also am sending her letter back to you. 


Archie said he couldn't get his line out of Mississippi. Well, tell him his 
ancestors were "JOHN and SARAH PICKERING", John Pickering was the original 
grantee for 280 acres of Public Lands granted for settlement in Alabama, (at 
the time, it was the Mississippi Territory) on March 3, 1803. At that time, 
Sarah was about 39 years old, and I feel sure John was that old or older. 

At that age, I feel sure they had other children, and believe JAMES T. was the 
youngest child, born about 1811} Sarah being about 47 years old at that time. 
Now the question arises, where were they in 1800, and 1790. As JOHN is a good 
common name, the woods are full of them, I believe "Aaron" was a son also 
since he was in Covington County with the family in 1830 and when Alabama was 
yet a territory, applying for Statehood, in Octcber 1817, Aaron and John were 
there.

Dear Mr. Pickering: 


I have finally had a chance to do some research on your Pickering 

family. First, let me say that there are no records of Pickering - 

graves in Jones County. Also, I have found nothing to indicate the 
parentage of Sarah Pickering. What I have found throws a different 
light on the family relationships. 


Most of my research has been confined to Craven County from which 
Jones was formed in 1778. Your material did not give the date when 
Gabriel Pickering was used as a headright so I am not sure when he 
first appears of record. I have not bothered to check the library 
because at this point it is really not pertinent. It is very possible 
the immigrant Gabriel is the same man who appears in Edgecombe 
County. Gabriel of Edvecombe probablv moved to Craven County shortly 
after selling his home place in 1750. Craven Deeds 6:37 indicates 
that Gabriel Pickren was settled in Craven by June 1753. This Gabriel 
died in 1763, probably about 1 July. It appears that his wife was 
already dead for several reasons. She does not sign any of the deeds 
relinquishing her dower right in the lands. As widow she would have 
had first right as administrator of the estate and so far I have found 
no indication of her relinquishing this right. She would also have 
most likely bought at the sale of the personal estate. 


Because of the uniqueness of the name Pickren it can be presumed that 
those of that name who b- ‘+ at the sale were sons of Gabriel. This 
would give Gabriel Jr., Richerd, Moses, and John as grown children. 
From t’- ceeds it can be presumed that Benjamin was a minor child. 
Craven Deeds 6:37 prove that Gabriel Jr. was born prior to 1732. 
2:238 proves that Johr was born prior to 1737. A witness had to be at 
least 21 years of age. 


John Pickren, son of Gabriel Pickren, Sr., moved to Duplin County be- 
tween 1760 and 1767 and was not the father of your John Pickren, Jr. 
At that time Jr., Sr. did not necessarily designate a father-son re- 
lationship. An example is George Bain ( an ancestor of Lyndon Johnson). 
He was Clerk of the Court of Ghowan County in the late 18th Century. 
His nephew was George Bain, Jr., and his son was George Bain. the Younger. 
The terminology was used to designate an older and a younger man with 
the same name, even if they were not related by blood. It was often 
drovped when it was no longer needed to differentiate the two men. 
Jones County Deeds 14:401 show that your John Pickering Jr. was the 
sor of Gabriel Pickering Jr. This deed includes several tracts that 
deerended to John from his father, Gabriel, which were granted long 
after Gabriel Sr. had died. 


Getting back to the sale of the personel estate of Gabriel Pickren, Sr., 
I think it is very likely that both William Morris and John Harper had 
married daughters of Gabriel Sr. You will note that the items they pur- 
chased included items that would be of importance to womer, If this is 
the case then IJ would presume that Harper's wife was the eldest child 
since he was appointed administrator.

To the Honorable the Congress of the United States, the humble petitia petition 
of the Undersigned Inhabitants of the eastern part of the Missis- 
sippl Territory, respectfully sheweth, —— 


That they feel a mortification in troubling Congress with new com- 
plaints relating to the subject of debts due on account of public lands— 
which nothing could alleviate but a confidence in the justice of your 
honorable body, and a knowledge of the inability of the purchasers 
to pay the instalments due, in consequence of a series of events not 
subject to their control. They purchased in a time of peace, when 
there was a reasonable prospect of raising the necessary funds. They 
were often obliged to purchase more land than they really wanted for 
the purpose of cultivation, in order to obtain situations suitable for 
residence. To fertile swamp-lands pregnant with disease, they were 
obliged to add barren pine-lands whose only recommendation was, 
that they afforded a healthful settlement. The Purchasers paid the 
first instalments, and hoped by reasonable industry and economy 


to be able to pay the rest. War with the British deprived them of

a market. War with the Indians drove them from their farms, 
engaged them in military service, and made their property the sport 
of the desolating savage. Dwelling houses, mills, cattle, horses, corn 
and household furniture, have been destroyed or carried away by 
the Enemy:—but not by the enemy alone, but even the volunteers 
and Militia, sent for the protection of the country, have been oblidged 
to consume the corn & stock of the Inhabitants of this frontier to a 
very considerable amount, without affording to them any immediate 
means of obtaining indemnification for their loss—Your petitioners 
therefore humbly pray, that those who have purchased more than 
one fraction of land, or one quarter of a section, may be permitted to 
place the whole of the payments which they have made, to the credit 
of such fraction or quarter of a section as they may think proper on 
their releasing all claim whatsoever to any other land included in 
their purchases. The evils of the war have fallen with peculiar 
severity on the inhabitants of this district. Many will not for a 
long time recover the shock which they have sustained in their 
property. They would wish to be on the safe side—they would rather 
have a little land, and be able to call it their own, than become the 
sport of future casualties—or the petitioners for future indulgences. 
The Government can loose nothing by such an arrangement—they 
part with no more land than they are paid for, and they gain hardy & 
independent defenders of their Territory. 

And your petitioners further most humbly pray that the purchasers 
of public Lands may be placed in the same situation as they were in 
at the period of the declaration of War—and that the space of time 
from thence to the ratification of peace, may not be reckoned in the 
calculation of the Interest due from the purchasers of publie Lands, 
or in ascertaining the Periods at which the several instalments them- 
selves are payable. 

Your Petitioners rely with confidence on the Justice & liberality 
of the Government and most respectfully supplicate your honorable 
body to grant the desired relief, and your petitioners in duty bound 
will ever pray.4—

The petition of the undersigned, inhabitants of the Mississippi 
Territory, represents respectfully: That your petitioners, with much 
reluctance approach your honorable body with a repetition of their 
grievances, and a renewed call upon the liberality of the government; 
but feeling their call supported by the strongest rights that a people 
can have to turn to the justice of their country, they confidently 
approach the National Legislature for that aid, without which the mass 
of the population of our section of country must be inevitably ruined! 

That since the sale of the public Lands by the government of the 
U.S. in the year 1811, this country, and especially that part on the 
Tombigbe, has been the seat. of continual embarrassment and alarm, 
and for a great part, the theatre of Savage depredations, and war;

That the active part of the citizens have been almost continually de- 
fending their country, or inastate of preparation for its defence, forbid- t 
ding that attention to the pursuits of industry, which would have enabled | 
them to discharge the amount of purchase money due on their lands. 

That no part of the United States, during the late war, found more 
of its citizens in defence of the country, agreeable to its population, 
than that inhabited by your petitioners. 

That the country has suffered severe and heavy losses arising from 
Indian depredations, extending to a great part of the population. 

That your petitioners are fully aware that the government requires 
at this moment the aid of every public resource, to discharge just 
calls on the public faith; but that it is impossible for them, from the 
situation they have been in for years past, to redeem their lands, at 
the expiration of the period already given by law. 

That altho’ the payments made by them on account of their lands, 
by becoming forfeited to the U. S. would throw a few thousand 
dollars into the national coffers, yet it would not be, they hope, to 
the government of their country, a price for the extensive portion of 
individual misery, produced amongst thousands of industrious people, 
struggling with all the difficulties of a new settlement. 

Your petitioners beg leave to state it as a peculiar hardship in 
their situation, that they should be compelled to pay interest on the 
instalments of their lands, (if not paid on the day they become due) 
from the date of purchase until paid. This becomes peculiarly painful 
to them, when they recollect that all previous purchasers of public
